THE IRISH CONVENTION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Independently of the motive and 
method of its creation, the coming Irish Con- 
vention would seem to possess, in virtue of its 
composition and representative character, moral 
authority of the highest kind in regard to the 
whole conduct of Irish public affairs. ‘The first 


All-Ireland political assembly that has met in | 


Ireland since the extinction of the last Irish 
Parliament, more representative than the latter, 
and containing as high a standard of political 
wisdom, combined with local patriotusm, as 
could be found in any corporate exponent of 
All-Ireland public opinion selected by any other 
known method, it will ‘fill, potentially, a gap 
which has coincided with a century of relative 
failure in the scheme of government in Ireland. 

Once assembled, bow can it be dissolved (ex- 
cept to make way for some equivalent Irish 
authority) without leading to a hopeless impasse 
in the government of Ireland? How can it 
continue to exist without occupying itself with 
the entire scheme and details of governmental 
administration in the island, fulfilling, in logical 
sequence, ¢n inquisitorial, a consultative, and, 
finally, an executive réle? Unless the principle 
of Irish autonomy, in some form or other, be 
ruled out in advance, the Irish Convention ap- 
pears to constitute a ready-found and quite 
sufficient instrument of graduated and orderly 
transition to autonomy from the present com- 
plex and not easily describable system of govern- 
ment in Ireland. 

Matters of form and detail, including the 
question of theoretical public responsibility of 
the individual members of the Convention or 
its successor, will, of course, claim attention. 
As regards, however, the essential business of 
Irish government, the fullest possible utilisa- 
tion of the Convention, during the transition 
period (or immediate future); must appear, from 
the Irish economic and social point of view, as 
a matter of the gravest urgency. The main- 
tenance of public order and the proposed simul- 
taneous application of the principle that local 
national sentiment, being indestructible, should 
be allowed to express itself constructively are, 
afier all, merely conditions of government, of 
which the essential husiness is to ensure the 
progressive welfare of the island population. 
What is the prospect to-day ? 

Although the recent boom in agriculture may 
seem to point cheerfully in the contrary direc- 
tion, the population of Ireland is, in reality, 
heading straight towards disaster unless some 
comprehensive scheme of financial reorganisa- 
tion, industrial development, and modern in- 
struction be prepared, in view no less of the 
accumulated results of past neglect than of 
the coming brand-new and most strenuous 
peace era, when the strain of inevitably in- 
tensified world-competition must weigh with 
crushing effect on alt weakly organised national 
units. The economic strain can, of course, only 
be met by adequate economic reorganisation. 
On the other-hand, large-scale industrial de- 
velopment in Ireland (which can only be carried 
out with the ample help of English or American 
capital), if unaccompanied by’ the vigorous 
levelling-up of Irish public instruction from its 
present depressing depths to something like the 
Swiss standard, cannot fail to set up a current 
of immigration of comparatively well-instructed 
small traders, money-lenders, engineers, elec- 
tricians, chemists, cqgumercial clerks, skilled 
workers, from ‘even remote parts of 
Kurope, whose unequal, and more or less or- 
ganised, competition must gradually reduce 
the mass of the present population to a posi 
tion of helpless inferiority; even the native 
peasant proprietors will not be able to hold 
their own against this scientific invasion. 

Amidst the pressure of vast (and only partly 
analogous) peace problems confronting Great 
Britain and the Empire—of which a preliminary 
vote of about six millions a year for modernis- 
ing public instruction in Great Britain alone 
affords but a faint indication—only Irishmen 
can give adequate time and thought to such 
purely local, yet vital, affairs as those indicated 
In default .of such shielding care, the 
people of Ireland must, in spite of helping to 
win the war, sink into economic slavery, out of 
which no doles, however lavish, from the Lm- 
perial Tre asury can possibly extricate it. 

During the past century, when no controlling 
organ of All-Ireland public opinion existed, the 
metropolitan bureaucracy was able to do, com- 
paratively speaking, little more in Ireland than 
maintain order. That period of world-wide 
prosperity and development was marked in 
Ireland—thanks mainly to the policy of laissec- 
faire—either by retrogression (vide Census) or 
by pregress comparabie with that of a camel 
in Competition with an express train—that is to 
say, relatively and lamentably negative. 

At the close of the present war, no less than 
to-day, the metropolitan bureaucracy must find 
itself wholly absorbed by new and immense 
British and Imperial problems, leaving it less 
time and th ught than ever to devote to ensur- 
ing the ec nomic and social welfare of Ireland.

The complainant, who been a client of the 
respondent for the past 26 years, instructed him in 
December, 1915, to apply for compensation for the 
malicious burning of his hay, and upon January 
10th, 1916, the complainant was granted a decreo 
against the County ncil of Limerick for £460 
for the malicious burning, with £12 12/- costs, and 
£4 124 expenses—making in all £476 14/6. In 
November, 1916, the respondent lodged the decree 
with his bankers, the National Bank in Limerick, 
and they obtained payment of the amount from 
the Munster and Leinster Bank, the bankers of tho 
County Council, It was rather surprisi to see, 
counsel said, that the decree could be c 
the practice, apparently at any rate in Limerick, 
was that they could be lodged by the solicitor him- 
self, and that he could get the money. 

The Lord Chancellor—It does not seem to be 
very satisfactory. . 

Mr. Hugh Kennedy appeared for Mr. Blackhall, 
and said it was a peculiarity in Limerick that they 
presonted the decree. In the case of other Coun- 
cils they got a paying order. It was the universal 
anne in Limerick for the golicitor to collect the 

ocree, 

Mr. Serjeant Matheson said it seemed a very 
extraordinary and undesirable practice. Since the 
adjournment Mr Bilackhall had sold the head rent 
of a small property near Castleconnell, and it 
had produced enough to pay off the amonnt that 
was due. That was his own property. Mr. Black- 
hail had done a very wise thing. He had put the 
carriage of the sale of that particular property in 
the hands of Mr. Leahy, solicitor for the complain- 
ant, and Mr. Leahy had since carried out a success 
ful sale for £860, which was more than sufficient 
to discharge the amount due. He gave the charge 
of the property on February 14th, a month before 
the gomplaint to the Society. 

The Lord Chancellor—That makes a vast differ. 
ence. He did not make reparation solely as a 
result of the application to the Society. 

Mr. Serjeant Matheson continued to read the 
report of the Society. The National Bank, Lime 
rick, having received the amount of the decree 
from the Munster and Leinster Bank, placed it to 
the credit of the respondent, who kept one bank 
‘account only for. all purposes. The r ndent 
stated that he informed the complainant's wife 
immediatesy afterwards of the receipt by him of the 
money, and that she, having on behalf of her 
husband requested payment of it, was informed that 
there were certain cosis due to him by the com- 
plainant -for work done other than the costs in 
connection with obtaining the decree, and that he 
proposed to take the amount of the costs from the 
amount of the decree and pay over the balance. 
Mrs. Keays offered no objection to this course. 
These costs amounted to £36 The com- 
plainant, not having received any payment from

The bill not being forthcoming, 
the cheque was retorned to the respondent. There 
was a matter which the Committee thought very 
serious. Prior to the respondent “ obtaining 
payment ol the amount of the decree 
granted to the complainant, the respondent 
had received out of Chancery proceedings a sum of 
£270 for the purpose of paying it over to Mr. Fox 
and Mr. Binchy, two solicitors in Limerick. - The 
respondent had not made any payment to them in 
respect of that money prior to his receiving the 
complainant's money, But the respondent had 
issued to them two cheques drawn on his account, 
one tor £150 and the other for £140 in payment. 
When the respondent issued these cheques the 
arrangement was that they were not to be presented 
for a certain time. When the complainant’s money 
was placed to the credit of the respondent's account 
the two cheques were presented and paid, and the 
respondent, having thas appropriated the complain- 
ants money to his own use, was unable to pay it 
over to the complainant when called upon to do so. 
The Committee considered thig a serious matter, 
because apparently there was no money to meet 
these two cheques. It made the appropriation of 
the complainant’s money a very deliberate matter.

In that he had 
umloubtedly acted very wrongly. Bat having re 
gard to the fact that he had been so many years 
a solicitor, enjoying—arnd probably richtly- enjoy- 
ing—the eonfidence of his clients, afid’ that he never 
intended to steal or ultimately to appropriate that 
money he thought if would not be necessary, in the 
interests of the public or of the solicitors’ profes 
sion, to remove him from the folls, or even to sue- 
pend him. But he must, in the strongest way 
possible, censure his conduct. He ordered the re- 
spondent to pay all the costs ineurred in connection 
with this application Any taint of stealing his 
client's money was entirely abeent from the case, 
and his lordship honed Mr. Biackhall would be able 
to continue his relations with his clients on a satis.

That is his programme, and the party 
which adheres to it and obviously is much 
under his influence, seems to be to-day the 
most numerous party in the eountry. 

It is probably the most numerous party, 
but does it represent the bulk of the 
wealth, industry, and educated thought of 
Nationalist Ireland? Do the farmers, 
whose abundant prosperity depends on 
English .markets, the traders and mer- 
chants, the professional men accept the 
policy of revolution? Are they really re- 
conciled to the prospect of a long period 
of anarchy and of further violence and 
desolation in the streets of Dublin? There 
is no answer except that which is sug- 
gested by their silence. To us one of the 
gravest features of the present situation is 
the apparent inability of the stable 
elements in Nationalist Ireland to recog- 
No voice has 
been raised from a public platform. 
Ecclesiastical authority seems to have lost 
its powers of speech. - It is true that the 
official. Nationalist Press denounces the 
policy of revolution, but it is discredited 
by the fact that it is partiy responsible 
for that policy. More than once the party 
Press has reproached this newspaper with 
having commended the idealism of the 
Irish Volunteers in the earliest days of 
their existence. If it had accepted our 
warning then, and had found room for 
that idealism within its own organisation, 
the physical force movement might have 
died at its birth, and a reformed Nation- 
alist Party might have been. to-day as 
powerful as the old party is helpless and 
forlorn. -Faced now with revolution, the 
party has no stronger weapon than abuse 
and tears: it makes rio confession of error 
and breathes no suggestion of reform.

The Prussian Franchise. 


Something tangible has at last emerged 
from the political crisis in Germany, and 
the development is highly significant, The 
Kaiser, as King of Prussia, has addressed 
lo the President of the State Ministry a 
decree instructing him to draw up the 
Prussian Electoral Reform 
of equal franchise. The reform is to take 
effect in time for the next election, which 
falls due early next year, to be conducted 
according to this new franchise. Democracy 
in the German Empire has won a substan- 


Bill on a basis 


tial victory by the issue of the King of: 


Prussia s decree. It has long been recog 
nised by the progressive forces that the 
Prussian franchise blocked the whole path 
of democratic: reform. The Prussian 
House of Deputies is elected on a triple 
franchise, exercised by three classes divided 
according to the respective amount of 
direct taxes paid by each, and secures, in 
efiect, a permanent and impregnable re- 
actionary majority.. Thus all possibility 
of reform in Prussia is denied ; and, since 
Prussia has a controlling voice in the 
affairs of the Empire, the Reichstag, 
elected by universal suffrage and ballot, 
is for all practical purposes impotent. For 
this reason reform of the Prussian elec- 
toral law has been the first objective of 
all progressive parties throughout the Em- 
pire. Last Easter, immédiately after the 
Russian Revolution, the Imperial Chan- 
cellor promised reform. ‘The character 
of “the reform, however, was left 
vague and indefinite, and it was 
not to be iptroduced until after the 
war. The promise was; in short, nothing 
more than an obvious piece of “ window- 
dressing.” It is otherwise with the reform 
now, conceded ; it is delinite, it. is drastic, 
and it is imniediate. The King's decree 
destroys the triple franchise, substitutes 
an equal franchise as well as secret elec- 
toral methods,’ and brings the new fran- 
chise into operation at once. Germany 
has still a very long way to travel before 
she reaches what. modern people mean by 
political demogracy; but the flanking 
bastion of reaction has gone down ‘irre- 
vocably. Reuter informs us that the 
opinion is growing in Holland that 
the German Government itself is 
behind the Parliamentary agitation for 
reforms, being well aware of the fact 
that no peace will be signed by the Allies 
ex épt with a dé.avcratised Germany.

Now, however, there is a rift in 
the clouds..

must fall back on the railway or, for con- 
venient distances, on the outside car. The 
jarveys have their chance, and should be 
grateful for it. The hansom in London 
has fallen into desuetude, until on the 
London streets the last count gave only 
sixty-nine of them. A drive to a race- 
course appeals to some sportsmen as a 
starting off “on the right foot.” There 
is the exhilaration of the drive, especially 
behind a good “‘mover”; and on the re- 
turn journey the carman’s consolatory air 
to a loser, or his congratulations to a suc- 
cessful one, are a fitting climax to the 
day. The construction of the two-wheeled 
institution makes it more. intime than 
any other vehicle, and, despite the in- 
flated prices of horses, the class be- 
tween the shafts is still well up-to the 
standard. The pride of possession. still 
raises the Dublin car-driver higher than 
his kind elsewhere. The jarveys upon 
whom fortune may now begin to smile 
must take care not to discourage “fares” 
by petty extortions. Adversity has shown 
that times can be very bad. Civility, re- 
sourcefulness, and pride in sobriety can 
bring about a turn of the tide and make 
things good enough for fair wage-earning. 
The use of the horse in public conveyances 
has been abandoned with startling 
suddenness in other countries; but it has 
survived to a remarkable extent in the

The Secretary of the Admiralty regrets, to 
report that H.M.8, Vanguard (Captain James 


| R.N.; Midshipman R. TH. 8. 


D. Dick, R.N.), blew up whilst at anchor on 
the night of the 9th inst. as the result of an 
internal explosion, The ship sank immediately, 
and there were only three survivors among 
those who were on board the ship at the time 
of the disaster—viz., one officer and two men, 
and the officer has since died. There were, 
however, 24.officers and 71 men not on board 
the ship at the time, thus bringing the total 
numbers of survivors up to 97. The list of men 
who have perished will be published as soon 
as possible. All the next-of-kin have been in- 
formed. A full inquiry has been ordered. 

The Vanguard was a first class battleship of 
19,250 tons, carrying 10 12-inch, 18 4-inch, and 
four three-poundéer guns. She was completed 
in 1910. Brassey’s Naval Annual gives her 
complement as 724.

KORNILOFF’S SUCCESSES. 

Yesterday's Petrograd communiqué :— 

In the region of Vladimir Volynsk, (5 the 
south-east of Kiselin, enemy detachments, 
under. cover of artillery fire, attacked our 
positions, and entered our trenches, but were 
“driven out ‘by fteserves, which immediately 
came forward, and the situation was restored.

“Upon the repott which my State Ministry 
made {®.me in obedience to my Decree of April 
7th of the current year, I herewith decide, in 
order to supplemeni the same, that the draft 
bill dealing with the alteration of the Electoral 
Law for the House of Deputies, which is to be 
submitted to the Diet of the Monarchy for 
decision, is to be drawn up on a basis of equal 
franchise. ‘The bill is to be submitted, in any 
case, early enough for the next election to take 
place according to the new franchise. I charge 
you to make aill necessary arrangements for this 
purpose.

WORLD’S HATRED AND DISGUST 
OF GERMANY, 


Mr. Balfour was yesterday at the Guildhall, 
London, presented by the City Corporation with 
an address of welcome and congratulations on 
his return from his mission to the 
States. Mr. Balfour, who was warmly greeted 
by a large and distinguished assembly, said, in 
allusion to the recent mission— “We did our 
best and we received the best.

Never was a reception more cordial 
in character, and I hope, I believe, and I am 
well assured that the results of the mission 
were good. (Cheers.) They were good, not 
because the members of our mission were speci- 
ally endowed with this or that diplomatic gift, 
but because the great people of the United 
States realised that the mission, apart from

The end, 
which might be near or far, was clear and in- 
evitable (Renewed cheers.) The world had 
declared itself resolute not to bow its knee to 
the worship of German wmiilitarism and 
German kultur Under such a statesman 
as President: Wilson the United States were 


in some cases almost unmeaning formule. They 
cherished ideals to which we could cordially sub- 
scribe, because they were own own. The mem- 
bers of the Mission rejoicéd to think they had 
a part, however small, in bringing in with our 
great European and Asiatic Allies ihe moral 
and material strength of the * United States 
While sueh a gain was incalculable, he looked 
for an extension of its results far beyond the 
possible duration of this war.

OUR DEBT TO WILLIAM III. 
IRELAND AND ABROPEANES.

Though we in Ireland generally jate the 
Twelfth of July celebra.ion with the defeat of 
James Il. by the forces of William, Prince of 
Orange, at the Battle of the Boyne, there is 
one important aspect overlooked in the fact 
that, from an industrial and economic point of 
view, the celebration has a very much wider 
interest to Ireland im general. At any rate, it 
is to William III. and his Linen Controller of 
those days, Louis Crommelin, that the Emerald 
Isle really owes the prosperity of what may 


well be described as her chief'industry to-day— | 


the Jinen minufacture. . Certainly its enormous 
importance cannot be overlooked when we 
know that it is actudlly the third most im- 
portant industry in the United Kingdom, and 
that, independent~ of its exports to all parts 
of the world approaching ten millions sterling 
per year, there is in Ireland a capital amount- 
ing to at least £17,000,000 employed in the ine 


‘dustry, and it gives employment directly te 


something like 80,000 men and women. Bo, to 
the liberty of conscience advocated by King 
William so boldly, Ireland in general owes all 
the importance of this great and growing i- 
dustry. ._ i 

To-day it ig singularly opportune to recall 
the services of the: Prince of Orange io the en- 
couragement of linen, for from all accounts 
the textil& trade was never m a more 
prosperoue condition. The great ' advance 
in aerial warfare now urgently necessary, and 
the promise of America to: insist on several 
thousands of war aeroplanes being put into 
construction. ab once, portend even greater 
prosperity for the Irish linen industry. It may 
not be known “that linen of ‘the very best 
quality, and of such a. description, strength, 
and ait-resisting qualify as can’ only be 
supplied by the Emerald Isle, is essential for 
the manufacture of the planes of the flying 
machines. á 

Moreover, when it is estimated that two webs 
wf this minutely tested lines, of the most pér- 
fect weaving—i.c., 180 yards in all—are re- 
quired to clothe one single aeroplane, and that 
such material must be replaced after every 
dozen. or so runs, it may be calculated how 
potent this special and new development is in 
its immense possibilities for, Irish  fac- 
tories. Thése competent to judge have 
stated that one great factor to success 
in winning the war must be our air efficiency, 
so surely it will be a patriotic boast to Irish 
peoplé and. Irish industries if glorious victory 
is accomplished by aeroplanes manned by Irish 
airmen and equipped with Irish linen. 

It is known that prior to the revocation of 
the Edict of Nantes French Protestant colomies 
had settled in Dublin and a number of towns 
in the South of Ireland. During the reign of 
Charles Il. premiums were even awarded by 
Grand Juries to successful growers of flax and 
io weavers for the finest webs of cloth, while 
manufacturers had certain privileges granted 
to them, uch as exemption from military and 
jury service. ' Certainly. this was a decided im- 
provement from the conditions .which had 
marked the close of the reign of his predecessor. 
In the reign of Charles |. the Earl of 
Strafford (who was Lord Deputy-of Ireland 
from 1633 ta 1639) imported £1,000 worth of 
Holland flaxseed, which pfoduced a superior 
fibre, and spinner Mid looms were set to work. 
He caused Proclamations of Council to 
issued in 1637 prescribing '“' Rules and Methods 
of Making Linen Yarn and Thread,” and he 


| also ordered that yarn and thread made in any 


other country should be seized and confiscated. 

Undoubtedly this was Preference with a real] 
vengeance. However, the conditions were so 
stringent that on the recall of Strafford ‘to 
England his enemies took advantage of ‘this 
attitude to the trade. They went so far 
as to cause his impeachment; and in that 
formidable charge, read out in Westminster 
Hal on March 22nd, 1641, was included this 
Thirteenth Article:—‘* That ko also monopolised 
all the flax of the Kingdom by his proclamations 


same year, preseribing.and enjoining Rules and 


| Methods of Making Yarn and Thread, which 
| the unskilled natives could not practise, and 
| ordering all linen yarn and thread made in any 


other manner to be seized, which was accord- 
ingly executed with great severity, whereby 
multitudes were undone and many starved.”’ 
The irony of this formidable accusation. was 
mordantly biting. Strafford, in the eourse of 
his reply, pointed out that the proclamations 
referred to were only’témporary laws authorited 
by Couneil. He avérred aiso that he himself 
was a loser to the tune of £35,000 by this pro- 
ject for ile good of the country. Nay,. “* thal 
le never used. móre than £400 of yarn in one 
year, which’ could not undo, much less starve, 
such multitudes as they pretend.’” It was ap- 
parent that the industry had been totally 
ruined. At any rate, after the restoration, the 
Duke of Ormonde attempted an important step 
for its revival. Thus it is recorded that “‘ he 
was at the charge of sending understanding 
persons into» the Low Countries to make ob- 
servations on the state of the trade in those 
countries, their manner of working, the way of 
whitening the thread, the laws and’ statutes 
by which the manufactures were regulated, the 
management of their grounds for hemp and 
flax, and to contract with some of théir most 
experienced artists.” The result of this Com- 
mission was that about 500 families of skilled 
workers from Brabant, from the Isle of iRhé, 
from Rochelle, Jersey, and the neighbouring 
parts came to settle in Ireland. he Irish 
Parliament appointed a Committee of Trade in 
1661, and this body gave practieal- assistance to 
the Duke of Ormonde in his efforts to improve 
the conditions in the country. ' ; 
However, the industry at its best was only 
existing, and never showed symptoms of com- 
ing growth or prosperity until King William 
III. invited the Huguenots to come to Ireland, 
and appointed Lotiis Crommelin overseer of the 
Royal Linen Manufacture of Ireland.The Edict of 
Nantes was issued by Henry IV. of France with 
the declared object of giving Royal recognition 
and legal status. to the Protestant Calvinists of 
France. Its revocation on 18th Octobees, 1685, 
had the effect of forcing thousands of Huguenots 
into exe. Among these was Louis Crommelin, 
who was born in 1652 at Amandeourt. in 
Picardy, where he was subsequently engaged 
in the linen trade. Fleeing to Holland with 
many others, he meant to setile there. . How- 
ever, the. invitation of the Prince of Orange 
decided him to move to Lisburn, then a tumble 
down Village knowm as Listiagravey, while 
others of the immigrants settled at Lurgan and 
Waringstown. ‘History does repeat itself when 
we compare this settlement with that of. the 
= exiles now in our land. 
e Huguenots were very industrious. They 
taught the Irish farmers improved methods of 
growing and treating flax, as well as introduced 
better looms and spinning wheels. Moreover. 
they taught them how to weave cambrica and 
other fine linens, so thereby thé whole aspect 


of the country was changed into prosperity. It 
that the linen in- 


must. be remembered, too, 
dustry spread all ovér Ireland, though it has 
since decayed, except in Cork and Drogheda 
outside Ulster. King William, through this

It is independent of stage éetting 
and stage mechanism, It ig not in any sense 
substantial; it is spiritual; and its spirit is the 
living thing which quickens and gives glory to 
creative art. The net result of the attempt to 
create atmosphere by means of special scenes 
and light and colour, is just what the student 
of aesthetics might have anticipated at the 
outset. It is—cushions ‘and red hair These 
material, if comforting and pleasing trifles, are 
the nearest things to atmosphere which 
The Times’ critic could discover in “ Three 
Weeks."’ His analysis is satisfying and com. 
plete. It leaves nó loophole for an “at. 
mosphere,’’ “You will want, for one thing,” 
says the ecrifie, “to see if there are as many 
cushions in the book as there are on the stage. 
‘1 sing the sofa,’ wrote Cowper, but if he had 
seen this play he would have sung the cushions 
instead. Their vivid colours have evidently 
been selected for contrast with Miss Marga La 
Rubia’s hair, which varies, according to the 
stage-lighting, from sang de hauf to the scarlet 
of a Paul Crampel geranium, and seems to 
bring the Queen of Croabia into line with our 
own Queen Bess..

As a consequence, efforts are now being made 
to restrain export in order to meet home needs 
to some degree. These needs include building, 
the construction of egg boxes, butter boxes, and 
receptacles for the packing of other farm pro- 
duce. There are fair supplies of beecn, ash, 
and oak; the chief searcity is jn soft woods, 
such as Scotch fir and spruce, but at least a 
year is required for the seasoning of timber.
